The prices so charged under this subsection Rball include 
the cost of transforming the energy if so required by the 
authority or person supplied to such pressure and in the 
case of a supply in bulk to a local authority or to any 
pxrblic lighting authority to such description of current as 
the authority or person respectively may reasonably require, 

(2) In the case of a supply to any consumer other than a local 

authority or public lighting authority for any other purpose 
for any amount up to twenty units ten shillings and' for 
each unit over twenty units sixpence. 


Seotion 2. 

Where the Undertalcer chai'gea any consumer by the electrical 
quantity contained in the supply given to him he shall be entitled 
to charge such consumer according to the rates set forth in section 1 
.35 of this schedule the amount of energy supplied to such consumer 
being taken to be the product of tliat electrical quantity and the 
declared pressure at the consumer’s terminals tliat is to say such a 
constant pressure at those terminals as may be declared by the Under- 
taker under the Board of Trade regulations. 
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
